One privilege of the human estate is our inheritance of the great art of earlier ages. We can and do draw from 
the artists of other times their unique and imperishable message. But the person who turns exclusively to the 
art of the past for his aesthetic experience is in the position of one who withdraws from established funds with¬ 
out ever making a deposit. And this heritage of great art exists simply and solely because, in every age people 
have supported living artists—financially by purchases and commissions, spiritually through sympathy and 
understanding of their efforts. 

In the May Show the enthusiasm and interest of individuals in the Akron area helps to create a living body of 
art, and contributes to the perpetration of a creative attitude toward life. 

True appreciation involves a kind of participation in the creative experience — a sympathetic sharing in the 
imagination of the organizing activity of the artist. This community of experience extends over every form of 
graphic and design activity — the sensitivity to line and color in painting, the response to the qualities of 
wood or silver or fabric in a craft object. It is gratifying to see in the exhibition this year a notable increase in 
the designer's arts — fine enamels, ceramics, jewelry, weaving and furniture design. 

A few statistics are revealing. Although the total number of objects entered was smaller this year (762 as com¬ 
pared to 915 in 1951) the jury accepted 325 works as against 310 last year. The increase was almost entirely 
in the craft classifications— 139 objects accepted this year; 48 in 1951. The following table provides a 
numerical comparison:

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THE HUMAN EQUATION 


I wonder if any person, besides the participating artists, has stopped a 
moment to ponder the meaning of the phrase THE HUMAN EQUATION, 
which we used to suggest the intent of the present exhibit. 

Of course, the HUMAN EQUATION is not an equation at all. Life is too 
rich and varied, too replete with new combinations and fascinating emer- 
gents to be confined to a mathematical formula. And that is precisely why 
the word “equation,” in this case, has such significance. It focuses our 
attention on life as new, different and unpredictable. 

Today most of us believe that all mankind came from a common ancestor. 
But the HUMAN EQUATION has been hard at work ever since those 
Eocene beginnings. Our contemporary world embraces an astonishing 
variety of groups. 

The task now is to establish continuous and positive relationships among 
these groups wherever we meet them, in the neighborhood, in the nation 
or in the world. The challenge of our day is to “cultivate the (art and) 
science of human relationships—the ability of all people, of all kinds, to 
live and work together, in the same world at peace.” 

No one argues that point. The only question is how to do it! Here, too, 
we must admit, there is no simple answer.... And yet... two soldiers who 
have marched and fought and suffered together are, by that fact, bound 
to each other. Two mothers, even though relatively inarticulate, have, 
perhaps, the strongest of all bonds in the fact of motherhood. A child 


seeks the company of another child. Without some portion of experience 
shared with another human being, life would be unbearable. 

How can we extend these deep relationships? Perhaps the most obvious 
way is deliberately to seek out areas of common experience, in short, to 
communicate. Honest and sustained efforts at communication bring us in 
touch with the creative minds of all time, with the prophets, the poets, the 
painters, the seers, the writers, the knowers, the doers—the men and 
women who have wrestled with destiny. We do not have to be told then 
that we are on the solid ground of universal experience. We do not have 
to explain the all-important role of the artist. 

Recently, one of our most gifted writers, Thornton Wilder, speaking before 
a UNESCO gathering in Italy, clarified this point and applied it to 

democracy when he said: “.the artist, through his creation, has 

been at all times a force that draws men together and reminds them that 
the things which men have in common are greater than the things that 
separate them and that the work of the artist is the clearest example of 
the operation of freedom in the human spirit.” 

The Ohio regional offices of the National Conference of Christians and 
Jews, located in Cleveland and Cincinnati, look expectantly to men and 
women in the creative fields to do their share in helping us to realize the 
full promise of the American Constitution. In this Sesquicentennial year, 
we are happy to present this Exhibit of Human Relations paintings as a 
creative comment on, and an important contribution to, the life of our 
state and nation.

THE HUMAN EQUATION 


The evidence of history makes it abundantly clear that in the arts man has 
forged a significant means of seeking out, clarifying and interpreting his 
inner nature, his society and the relationship of man to man, his spiritual 
beliefs. In many ages art has been a vast blackboard on which the most 
complex of human problems have been worked out, and those results not 
erased by time and human error stand clear today to describe that 
vanished man and his society to us. And if today, much of the painter’s 
production seems unrelated to our main preoccupations, it may be be¬ 
cause —in classroom terms—no one has asked the artist to stand up and 
go to the board. 


The production of a work of art requires the marshalling of emotional 
forces and a great sense of conviction. Working in a complicated and 
difficult form (and with—essentially—the intangibles of human responses 
to stimuli) the artist is, more than most, a prey to the corrosion of doubt 
and uncertainty. The Medieval sculptor, conscripted by his fellow towns¬ 
men to work on a common project, had the spur of a specific goal and 
purpose, a directive from his community. Today the artist must far too 
often be a self-starter, must find within himself the reason and purpose 
for his endeavors, the conviction of terminal need to carry him through a 
creative act no one has asked for. And the work is lost if his conviction 
falters, for it has been his only support. 


It is not that we have no issues, no moral and spiritual problems to the 
solution of which the artist could contribute. The great questions that vex 


mankind must be resolved anew in every age. But in this, as in other 
matters, we seem unable to organize to bring our resources to bear, even 
when the need is obvious and critical. And the human equation—one 
factor which remains stubbornly unsolved by our scientific genius—is 
attaining to a critical mass. 


Nor is it that the artist has not access to the study of human values. Men 
and women turn to art from a felt need to establish contacts, bridge the 
chasm between man and man. And across the distances of time and space 
the essential character—the humanity of man, unobscured by accidents of 
physical conformation, stands clear in his art, an imprint of living per¬ 
sonality caught in enduring paint or clay. In touch with materials and 
moved everywhere by the same perceptions, the producing artist may feel 
as close a spiritual kinship with the Javanese sculptor or the Bushman 
painter as with a friend across the hall. 


And so we have asked the artists of Ohio to paint on the broad theme of 
human relations in our time. We acknowledge with gratitude the assist¬ 
ance and support of the Cleveland Round Table of the National Conference 
of Christians and Jews, of Samuel Rosenberg and William M. Milliken who 
gave of their time to jury the show, and of many patrons and friends. We 
are able to report that the response of the artists has been most gratifying. 
One hundred and twenty-four paintings were submitted, of which the jury 
accepted forty-three for exhibition. The artists have, as we hoped, accepted 
the challenge in varied and individual ways. And now, in presenting the 
exhibition we extend to you the challenge of all communication—can you 
meet the painter’s creative thinking with your own?

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THE NEW YEAR SHOW 


The New Year Show had its beginning in 1936 for the purpose 
of giving artists of this vicinity an opportunity to exhibit their 
works and to arouse the public in taking a supporting interest. 

This first show covered a radius of 75 miles from Youngstown 
and drew around 600 entries, including crafts, photographs, draw¬ 
ings and prints in addition to oils and water colors. It proved so 
popular that the territory was expanded in 1937 to include all of 
Ohio and Western Pennsylvania, and in 1939 all of Pennsylvania 
was added. 

For the 1940 show the territory was increased to include West 
Virginia with the above states and new eligibility rules made only 
oils and water colors acceptable. A new high of 1,037 paintings 
were submitted with enough entries selected to fill the entire 
Institute as only one-half the building was used heretofore. 

For the 1942 show, Virginia was added to eligible states and 
prizes were upped to $755, having begun with a $50 Popular Prize 
for the first annual and gradually increased each year. 


In 1944, Indiana artists were welcomed to the exhibit and in 
1948, Michigan and the District of Columbia were added to the 
five-state area. 

A new high of $1,025 in cash prizes was awarded in the 1949 
show, to which a record total of 1,592 paintings were submitted 
with the jury accepting 194, lowest annual number catalogued 
throughout the entire series. 

Expanding to the limit, the 1951 annual was open to all artists 
of the United States and its territories, and the total for prizes 
increased to $2,505. This same plan was used for the current 1952 
annual.

NOTES ON THE EXHIBIT 

Because of the unanimity of their decisions in selecting the 
17th Annual New Year Show, the judges made the following 
statement as a group: “In the exhibit there is a generous selection 
of works representing all phases of painting, and it is our opinion 


that those chosen will present to the public an interesting cross- 
section of what is happening in American painting today. 

“We were looking for fresh vision and good painting inspired 
by direct or indirect contact with life and nature showing on the 
part of the artist intelligent and sensitive display of material and 
structural order. Paintings were turned down because of the lack 
of sound fundamentals. 

“We believe the oil section is superior to the water colors, but on 
the whole this 1952 national New Year Show is of high calibre.” 

All prizes, except the Friends of Art purchases, were chosen 
by the judges from paintings which they selected for the show. 

Visitors to the exhibit are invited to study all the pictures and 
pick their own winner, which is the Institute’s way of giving 
everyone a chance to take part in the actual selection of a prize. 
This is done by public ballot and the picture which receives the 
most votes will bring its painter a cash award of $ 100. Announce¬ 
ment of this Popular Prize will be made on Artists’ Day, January 
20. Voting period is January 1 through January 14. 

The trustees and officials of the Institute appreciate the time, 
effort, and skill given by the jury, the generosity of organizations 
offering cash awards, the interest of the Friends of American Art 
in the Youngstown Area, the efforts of many individuals who 
assist in the organization and operation of the exhibit, and are 
grateful to the hundreds of artists who participated. 

Many of the paintings are for sale. No commission is charged 
by the Institute .
